O.N. 184(E).—In the matter of bye-election to the House of the People from 23-Akbarpur (SC) 
Parliamentary Constituency. 

1. (i) Whereas, the Election Commission of India, in pursuance of Section 149 and 

Section 30 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) and 
vide its Notification no. 100/UP-HP/2/2004 dated 15 th September, 2004 
published in the Gazette of India and re-published in the Official Gazette of 
the State of Uttar Pradesh on 15 th September, 2004, called upon 23-Akbarpur 
(SC) Parliamentary Constituency to elect a person for the purpose of filling 
the vacancy in the House of the People which arose due to resignation of Ms 
Maya Wati; and 

(ii) Whereas, by virtue of the Commission’s Notification No.434/UP-HP/2004, 
dated 13 th March, 2004, the Additional District Magistrate (Finance & 
Revenile), Faizabad, has been designated as the Returning Officer for the 23- 
Akbarpur (SC) Parliamentary Constituency; and 

(iii) Whereas, under Section 31 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, 
read with Rule 3 of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, the Returning 
Officer of the Constituency, on the issue of the Notification under Section 30, 
is required to publish a public notice of the election in the prescribed format 
(Form l appended to the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961) and manner, 
inviting nominations of candidates, mentioning therein the dates of different 
stages of election process and specifying the place at which the nomination 
papers are to be delivered and the names of the Assistant Returning Officers) 
who is (are) authorized to receive nomination papers in addition to the 
Returning Officer; and 

(iv) Whereas, it has beep reported by the Chief Electoral Officer of Uttar Pradesh 
to the Commission that the public notice required under Section 31 of the 

' Representation of the People Act, 1951 read with Rule 3 of the Conduct of 
Elections Rules, 1961 was not issued and published by the Additional District 
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Magistrate (Finance & Revenue), Faizabad, the Returning Officer for 23- 
Akbarpur (SC) Parliamentary Constituency, and instead a notice was issued 
and published by Shri D.C.D. Bhargava, District Magistrate, Ambedkar Nagar 
who is not the designated Returning Officer for the said constituency; and 

(v) Whereas, Shri D.C.D. Bhargava, District Magistrate, Ambedkar Nagar 
accepted a nomination pursuant to the public notice (mentioned in sub-para 
(iv) above) that he was not authorized and competent to issue; and 

(vi) Whereas, the omission on the part of Additional District Magistrate (Finance 
& Revenue), Faizabad, the Returning Officer for 23-Akbarpur (SC) 
Parliamentary Constituency in not publishing the required public notice under 
Section 31 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 read with Rule 3 of 
the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 and commission on part of District 
Magistrate, Ambedkar Nagar in issuing a public notice that he was not 
authorized and competent to issue, have resulted in violation of the provisions 
of the law, thus amounting to vitiating the electoral process. 

2. Now, therefore, the Election Commission of India, in exercise of its powers under 
Article 324 of the Constitution and all other powers enabling it in this behalf, has 
rescinded the Notification no. 100/UP-HP/2/2004 dated 15 th September, 2004. 

3. Fresh Notification for the said bye-election will be issued in due course.
